Dictator Ousted 


Chancellor Schuschnigg 
Ejects Fascist, But 
Allies With Italy 


(Copyright, 1936, by Associated Pro..) 

VIENNA, May 14.—After re¬ 
moving Prince Ernst von Star¬ 
hemberg as vice chancellor of 
Austria, Chancellor Kurt Schusch- 
nigg’s first act today was to 
promise Austria’s loyalty to Italy. 

Having thrown the powerful 
prince out of the government, tha 
scholarly Schuschnigg rushed an 
assurance to Premier Mussolini 
that Austria remained Italy’s 
loyal ally. 

Indications were that Schusch- 
nigg’s move may have improved 
the friendly relations already ex¬ 
isting between the two nations. 

I’rinee Was Friend 

Reports spread through high 
quarters that II Duce was actually 
in no hurry to see Von Starhem- 
berg although the prince, wealthy 
head of the heimwehr (home 
guard) long had been regarded as 
friend of the Italian

Of 24 prisoners who rioted at 
state penitentiary yesterday, only 
the eight were at large the ruth¬ 
less band which shot and killed C. 
D. Powell, prison brickyard fore¬ 
man, and tossed his body into a 
street. 

Fugitives Split 

Ten convicts were wounded and 
recaptured and six others were 
retaken shortly after the break. 

The eight split three ways, five 
in one group, two in another, and 
one convict struck off by himself. 

The five abducted Wilburn 
Doaks, farmer, late yesterday, 
forced him to accompany them to 
the farm home of a Mrs. Green, 
and there made her prepare a 
meal. 

John F. Nelson, a neighbor, said 
Tuck Cope, one of the captive 
guards, had been shot in the neck 
but was not seriously wounded, 
according to the account given hy 
Mrs, Green. 

Nelson said Victor Conn, the 
other guard, was not wounded, hut 
was ill. 

Murderer Is Shot 

He said Jess Cunningham, serv¬ 
ing life for murder from Stephens 
county, had been shot in the back. 

Warden Roy Kenny named the 
escape leaders as Cunningham, 
Claude Beavers, serving 25 years 
from Seminole county for robbery, 
and Bill Anderson, serving 27 
years from Pontotoc county for 
robbery. 

These four were believed in the , 
band of five. Fifteen prison guards 
and numerous county officers 
plunged into the Kiamichi moun¬ 
tains in search of the fugitives 
who were armed with two rifles 
and two pistols taken from prison ' 
guards.

Thomas H. Robinson jr„ 29, began 
serving a life term in the federal 
penitentiary here today for the 
$50,000 kidnaping of Mrs. Alice 
Speed Stoll. 

Smiling, he stepped slowly 
through the prison door at 9:50 
a. m. after a swift trip here by 
train from Louisville, Ky. He 
pleaded guilty under the "Lind¬ 
bergh law" last night. 

Robinson was trapped in Glen¬ 
dale, Calif., during a fortnight’s 
roundup by federal agents which 
also netted kidnapers Alvin Kar- 
pis, Harry Campbell and William 
Mahan. 

Inside the prison Robinson was 
given a number and started 
through the routine of both quar¬ 
antine and examination and as¬ 
signed to work with 2850 other 
convicts. 

Jobs at the prison range from 
clerical to hard labor on the 2000- 
acre convict farm The farm is 
the warden's hobby. 

He will spend tonight in a 
"guest cell." 

Later he may have the privilege 
of joining convict sports. 

Should he display unusual his- 
tronic ability, such as that of fe¬ 
male impersonation by wh> i he 
evaded federal agents at 'times 
since the 1934 kidnaping, he may 
become an actor in prison plays.

The chancellor was in undis¬ 
puted control of the efficient regu¬ 
lar army. 

One unconfirmed report said 
Von Starhemberg, after being 
shunted out of the cabinet, might 
i be made president, of the federal 
railways. Another report said he 
I would reorganize the heimwehr as 
an opposition element. 

The homeguard is financially 
impoverished, some officers say¬ 
ing they have not been paid for 
three months. 

An impression arose in informed 
quarters that elimination of Von 
Sarhemberg from the government 
increased the possibility of res¬ 
toration of a Hapsburg monarchy. 

Legitimists have complained 
frequently of opposition by Von 
Starhemberg and have believed 
Chancellor Schuschnigg more 
friendly to their cause in seeking 
a return of Archduke Otto of 
Hapsburg. 

Speculation was raised anew by 
the abrupt cabinet shakeup over 
Austria's relations with the Little 
Entente (Czechoslavakia, Jugo¬ 
slavia and Rumania) and possible 
straining of international rela¬ 
tions in that direction.

LONDON. May 14. <JP> Lord 
Allenby, Britain's soldier hero of 
Palestine, died suddenly today at 
his Kensington home. He was 75 
years old. 

The last of the empire's out¬ 
standing military leaders of the 
World war, the viscount and field 
marshal led the triumphal allied 
entry into Jerusalem, but lived 
to renounce "the glory of con¬ 
quest with its gain of dead sea 
fruit.” 

Last Appearance 

That renunciation came less 
than a month ago when, at his 
installation as lord rector of Ed¬ 
inburgh university, he advocated 
establishment of a world peace 
force for the maintenance of world 
peace. 

That, too, was his last public 
appearance. 

Except for his functions on 
state occasions, when he served 
as gold stick-in-waiting, Lord Al- 
lenby had taken little part in 
public life since he returned from 
Egpt in 1925. 

Had Appeared Hearty 

His ancient title enabled him 
to walk close behind the king. 

So far as the public knew, the 
great soldier had been in normal 
health recently. He appeared 
hearty when he spoke at Edin¬ 
burgh April 28.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 14. (/Pi 
A population of 6,360,000, or a 
12 per cent increase over 1930. was 
claimed for California today by 
the state chamber of commerce. 

The figure was made public after 
Representative Albert E. Carter 
(R.) of Oakland, telegraphed N. 
H. Sloane, manager of the cham¬ 
ber, saying the U. S. census bu¬ 
reau had said the state had lost 
7-10 of 1 per cent in population 
since 1930. 


LOS ANGELES, May 14. (JP)— 
A new streamlined train (Santa 
Fe’s Super Chief) arrived today 
from Chicago, completing the first 
step of a regular 39-hour and 45- 
minute schedule.

MEXICANS IN 
'UGLY MOOD’ 
AT INQUEST 

Guard Kraemer Heavily; 
Planning to Leave 
Troubled City 

The fatal shooting of Francisco 
jonies. 16. of Placentia. Monday 
light, was justifiable homicide, a 
toroner’s jury decided yesterday. 

William Kraemer. 24-year-old 
member of a prominent Placentia 
family, who fired the fatal shot 
when he discovered the boy peer¬ 
ing in the window of the bath¬ 
room where Mrs. Kraemer was un¬ 
dressing, was released from cus¬ 
tody following the inquest, and 
today was making plans to leave 
Placentia, at least until feeling in 
the Placentia Mexican colony sub¬ 
sides 

Mr. Kraemer appeared at the 
inquest in Fullerton yesterday 
under guard. An armed deputy 
sheriff walked on either side of 
him as he entered the room, filled 
with Mexican friends of the dead 
bov 

Officers on Guard 

Deputy sheriffs and police were 
on guard about the McAuley and 
Suters funeral home throughout 
the hearing, as a result of an 
“ugly mood” among the Mexicans. 
All Tuesday night little groups 
had met. formed and broken up. 
after discussion of the shooting. 

One report prevalent among the 
Mexicans was to the effect that 
the Gomez boy had been shot, then 
loaded into a car, carried three 
blocks, and his body left near his 
home. Police officials were of the 
opinion that although he was fa¬ 
tally injured, the boy ran that dis¬ 
tance from the Kraemer home 
Other Meetings 

More Mexican meetings of a 
similar nature were held last night 
and this morning, Sheriff Jackson 
reported, and police today were on 
the lookout for any outburst of 
trouble. 

One dramatic moment at yester¬ 
day's inquest nearly brought trou¬ 
ble. That was when Coroner Abbey 
called Mr. Kraemer to the stand. 
As he walked forward between two 
deputies the entire roomful of 
Mexicans stirred suddenly, and 
several half rose to their feet. Of¬ 
ficers scattered about grew tense, 
then slowly the feeling that had 
swept over the room died down, 
and the inquest continued. 

In Jail Over Night 

Mr. Kraemer had been arrested 
on a technical charge of suspicion 
of manslaughter, and kept over 
night in the Orange county jail. 

The Gomez boy was killed at 
about 9 o'clock Monday night, 
when Mr. Kraemer fired three 
shots at the prowler who had 
frightened his wife. The boy's body 
was not found until 6 o’clock the 
next morning, in a field about 100 
yards from his home. 

Comparison of bullets from Mr. 
Kraemer's gun and the one found 
in the boy's body established be¬ 
yond doubt that he was the 
prowler at whom Mr. Kraemer had 
fired. 

Funeral services were being ar¬ 
ranged today.

When It came time to play in 
the winter tournaments, he made 
the swing from California to Pine- 
hurst, proving in every tournament 
that his critics were right. He 
took his beatings regularly, but in 
good humor. He spent what little 
money he had and charged it off 
to experience. 

So today it is generally accepted 
that he was a flash, a lucky young 
upstart with a steady putting 
stroke, a 75 shooter, a golfer with 
a loose, faltering backstroke But 
the proa no longer turn away from 
him. He has made them like him. 
They like his courage, and they 
accept him This is the victory he 
wanted. 

Worth $50,000? 

Now he is practicing diligently 
for the defense of his title over 
the Baltusrol course at Short 
Hills. N. J., June 4-6 

The greens at Baltusrol will not 
be so fast as they were at Oak¬ 
mont, and the advantage of his 
fine putting touch will be minim¬ 
ized, but the course is not too 
long and he will not have to give 
away too much to the long hit¬ 
ters. 

The open title each year is sup¬ 
posed to be worth $50,000 to the 
winner, allowing a few points off 
for exaggeration. 

But Parks was asked to en¬ 
dorse few things, and his exhibi¬ 
tion schedule was short and finan¬ 
cially unsuccessful. At the end of 
his reign as open champion he 
finds himself little better off than 
he was at this time last year, when 
he was just another unknown pro¬ 
fessional.

Rancho Santiago de Santa Ana Only 
Spanish Land Grant in County 

(In an effort to acquaint residents of Orange county with some j 
of their most-prized historic possessions, The Journal is publish¬ 
ing a series of daily articles on county landmarks. These articles 
will describe their location and give historical facts concerning 
them. Today’s article tells about only Spanish land grant in coun¬ 
ty.—Editor.) 


Much of Orange county's most 
interesting history is connected 
with the old Mexican land 
grants. These grants formed 
the great ranchos of the late 
mission period and the time fol¬ 
lowing it. The only Spanish 
land grant in Orange county 
was Rancho Santiago de Santa 
Ana, which has been outlined 
in another sketch of this series. 

Rancho San Juan Cajon de 
Santa Ana, located in the north¬ 
west part of the county, was one 
of the early grants. It was 
given to Juan Pacifico Ontiveras 
in 1837 and contained eight- 
leagues. 

Located within the boundaries 
of the rancho are the towns of 
Anaheim Fullerton. Placentia, 
Brea, Olinda and Yorba Linda. 

The original owner of the 
property regarded it as a fine 


piece of land but he probably 
had no idea that beneath the 
surface lay hidden vast wealth 
in the form of oil. Nor could 
he vision the extensive Chap¬ 
man Valencia orchards or the 
huge Basta'nchury ranch and its 
orchards many years later cov¬ 
ered part of the rancho. 

Rancho San Juan Cajon de 
Santa Ana later was acquired 
by Don Abel Stearns, who se¬ 
cured vast holdings in the 
Southland. The Stearns ranchos 
included also the Los Alamitos, 
Los Coyotes, Las Bolsas, La 
Bolsa Chica ranchos and La 
Habra in Orange county. 

Abel Stearns, a native of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, came to California 
in 1829. He bought much prop¬ 
erty. An idea of his wealth may 
be gained from the fact that he 
lost 30,000 head of cattle in the 
drough of 1864.

8. Preserve peace. 

All this to be worked out by constitutional means. The pres¬ 
ervation of the Constitution is absolutely fundamental. 

The trouble has been diagnosed accurately perhaps, 
but it is difficult to see how several of the proposed rem¬ 
edies can be administered, even though they all probably 
would help the patient. For instance: How is a stable 
currency to be achieved? How is it possible to take the 
government out of business? 

At that, the Gannett program is outstanding for its 
freedom from chicanery and ballyhoo, and for its sincere 
effort to map an escape from our economic and political 
ailments.

It is because the tax is of 
such a nature that it would act 
either to bribe or coerce corpora¬ 
tions into following a policy that 
would injure their credit, increase 
the number of bankruptcies, ag¬ 
gravate the violence of the up-and- 
down swings of business (and of 
Treasury income) and, worst of all, 
tend to stunt the industrial growth 
of the country and the opportuni¬ 
ties it offers for employment. One 
of the most ironic aspects of the 
whole matter is that, proposing a 
revolution in our form of corporate 
taxation, the treasury recklessly 
gives up assured revenues of about 
>1.000,000,000 for the merely spec¬ 
ulative chance that it can get 
S620.000.000 additional out of the 
new tax.

In the heated debate, 
charges were made that some 
members were hostile to the plan 
only because they were themselves 
guilty of the very practices con¬ 
demned by the supreme court.
